Woodsvillé. Cross: 
“When the party arrived at 
the court, the whites were in a 
delemma. Only 18 of their number 
were present, however, 40 armed 
and sullen Indians were stand- 
ing around. To take extreme mea- 
sures. against the Indian prisoner 
would undoubtly endanger ali the 
lives of the white people; to dis- 
charge the prisoner would result 
in an utter surrender of dignity 
and a complete loss of prestige. So 
fhe whites put on a bold front and 
determined to-go through the im- 
pressive form of the law: 

“For two days and two nights, 
the two forces maintained a dead- 
lock, then the Indians consented 
to have their fellow tried. The 
trial was conducted in regular 
form and with great good sense 
the judgement of the court was 
that the Indian was guilty and 
should pay 50 buckskins as dam- 
ages to the owner of the wounded 
ox. / 

“The Indians had watched the 
progress of the trial with great 
interest, and upon rendition of 


the verdict, were highly pleased 


and promptly collected and paid 
the buckskins and peace prevail- 
ed.” : 

The first arrest in a criminal 
case in Tulare county concerned 
Judge Walter H. Harvey, who had 
been elected first judge of the 
county, and who had an encounter 
with Major Savage, one of the 
first pioneers in the county, re- 
sulting in the death of Major Sa- 
vage. 

Sugh affairs were frequent dur- 
ing the period; men depending 
upon their personal prowess for 
their defense, and, generally arm- 
ed with a rifle, pistol or knife, 
were quick to draw in resentment 
of real or fancied wrongs. 

Such was the case of Harvey 
and Savage, two friends, who be- 
came envolved in a trivial dis- 
pute. Harvey ‘was arrested follow-

or electric power facilities on its 
own. 

Lands of a county water district 
must be contiguous. Prior to the 
district election, the Tulare coun- 
ty board of supervisors has limited 
power to include and exclude on a 
basis of direct or indirect bene- 
fits to be received. 

Following organization of the 
district, directors can include ad- 
ditional lands ‘upon petition by 
a majority of owners of lands 
sought to be included owning a 
majority of the acreage of such 
lands No election on the question 
of inclusion is provided for. 

Contracts 

Directors after organization, al- 
go have power to exclude lands, 
if they determine that such lands 
are not directly or indirectly bene- 
fitted by the district. Directors. 
may make bonds a lien on parti- 
cular lands of the district if spec- 
ial benefits go to those lands, 
after the required vote of district 
residents. 

A county water district, through 
cooperative contracts with the 
federal government, has power to 
construct works for ‘water, drain- 
age or electricity; cgn borrow 
‘money from the United States to 
‘construct works or'to finance or 
ffefinance district bonds or: other 
obligations; can collect money for 
the United States in connection 
‘with a federal reclamation project 
fand can acquire a water supply 
for the district. ~~ 

Public Hearing 

In dealing with state and fed- 
eral government concerning wa- 
ter contracts and operation of the 
district, a county water district 
is under the same provisions as an 
irrigation district.

A moderate to light infestation 


growers throughout Tulare coun- 
ty, can be controled through ap- 
plication of DDT dust, according 
to Ralph Worrell, assistant Tulare 
county farm advisor. 

The measure of control, Mr. 
Worrell states, is usually depen- 
dent upon the growth of the cot- 
ton plant, since it is necessary 
to get coverage on the inside of 
the rank growing plants, how- 
ever, 30-35 pounds of five per 
cent DDT dust to the acre is gen- 
erally recommended. 

It is also somewhat difficult 
to determine just how much dam- 
age from boll worms should be 
allowed before it becomes econom- 
ically feasible to apply dust for 
control. 

As a general rule-of-thumb, ac-

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Olive Bark: : 


By KARL W. OPITZ 

Owing to stockpiling of olive 
wood from heavily pruned groves 
in some sections of Tulare Coun- 
ty and favorable climate condi- 
tions this season, there is a ser- 
fous increase of the olive bark- 
beetle in some olive groves. 

In areas where the pest is found 
growers should plan to dispose of 
their wood piles as quickly as 
possible or fumigate them with 
hydrogen cynide gas. The insects 
normally live in recently killed 
or cut ‘wood but attack growing 
trees when favorable breeding 
conditions are present. 

The olive bark-beetle is a small 
dirty beetle about an eighth of 
an inch long. Whitish scales form 
a characteristic pattern on its 
back. It bores into the bark and 
wood of dead branches or through

small twigs of livif wood. Other- 
wise healthy trees may have 
branches with the appearance of 
having been oil injured. In some 
cases of infestation ‘on healthy 
growth considerable reduction of 
the crop results. 

Where there is a build up of 
the bark-beetle it appears advisa- 
ble to burn all: brush resulting 
from pruning the trees anytime 
within the next year. If it is de- 
sirable to save the larger wood for 
fuel. it should be cut and piled 
where it: can be easily fumigated 
or moved to a considerable. dis- 
tance from olive trees. 

Present information does not 
indicate that healthy trees infes- 
ted with the bark-beetle need any 
special treatment other than pro- 
per disposal of the prunings.
